law prohibited him from selling to the 
City (unless he filed incorporation papers 
and then it is legal). Later, the publisher 
of THE ELBA CLIPPER pointed out to the 
Councilmen, Mayor Sawyer and others lis- 
tening that THE ELBA CLIPPER bought 
from Sawyer and also sold to the City and 
questioned the legality of this. The 
councilmen noted that as long as it was 
legal, they wanted to ‘‘Shop at Home.’’ The 
legality was checked with a least two law- 
yers and the councilmen were informed. 
Later when several people outside the 
council began to question the practice and 
disagree with the licensed lawyers it was 
decided that THE ELBA CLIPPER would 
stop selling anything to the City that had 
been purchased from Sawyer Candy Com- 
pany. 

To point out the extreme measures 
the city fathers have gone in their efforts 
to prevent ‘‘Doubting ‘Thomases’’ from 
having a party with insinuations of wrong- 
doings note the following facts: Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan works for a chemical firm 
that is incorporated. The law does not 
prevent his company from selling to the 
City of Elba, Vaughan sells to Opp, Anda- 
lusia, Florala, Enterprise, Troy, Luverne, 
Geneva, Dothan and other area towns but 
NOT to Elba. The reason for this is that 
city officials (including Vaughan) felt that 
the City of Elba had had enough problems 
without having to argue with people who 
would think it was against the law or who 
would be confused by the claims of those 
who thought it was against the law. 

We feel confident that anyone who would 
take the time to check the selling price on 
items we sold to the city will find we sold 
them as cheaply or cheaper than they could 
have been purchased anywhere else - and 
many cases the alternate was sending your 
tax money out of town a little sooner, 

The taxpayers of Elba can rest assured 


that if THE ELBA CLIPPER had any intent 
to defraud the City of Elba (or anyone) the 
years of experience in acting as a public 
watchdog have given us enough insight into 
how it is done that it wouldn’t be a matter 
of general knowledge discussed in OPEN 
meetings and with anyone who knew of our 
actions and asked for an explanation. 

At this point, people who have asked‘ 
us why is it such a big deal now if you 
stopped it last year. and they. admit they 
have known about it since that time. Our 
first reaction is to draw the obvious con- 
clusion and note that it was done just before 
the city elections and in spite of the ‘‘may 
or may not’’ disclaimers the half-truths 
and statements taken out of context leave 
the voters of Elba in a state of confusion. 

Then we keep hearing reports of ‘‘they 
(they - meaning those responsible for and 
publishing the story of alleged wrongdoings) 
are mad with you (mad with Ferrin Cox).’’ 
After hearing this from several sources 
and even walking down the street, we did 
some telephoning to find the basis for that 
story. After two days and five long 
distance telephone calls and several ‘‘hold’’ 
and transfers we find that several weeks 
ago a postal inspector was in Coffee 
County checking on' mailing permits. The 
man we talked with in Chattanooga was not 
the one who was in Elba but he was aware 
of the visit. The only thing we can think of

$17.00. If we had mailed on a bulk rate 
basis (like circulars) it would have cost 
$75.00 for the FIRST one thousand putting 
our weekly postage over $100 a week. This 
2nd class charge varies every week and is 
based on the number of pre-paid subscrip+ 
tions mailed to each mail zone and is 
further complicated by the weight of each 
paper to the sixth decimal and also the 
percentage of advertising in each paper. 
As low as this seems to our readers, it 
is 500 to 600% of what it was ten or twelve 
years ago. 

We still don’t know any way to fit this 
into being mad with THE ELBA CLIPPER 
but will admit that an inspection by those 
postal inspectors is dreaded by publishers 
as much as the Internal Revenue man is by, 
taxpayers. Even though we may be clean, 
the inspectors make us all uneasy because 
they can assess back postage or even pull 
mailing permits. 

The stories we hear vary. Some tell 
us it is an effort to get revenge on Mayor 
Sawyer for something or another. Others 
say it is an effort to do something or other 
to Ferrin Cox and others believe some 
politician is behind the whole deal. 

One other reason advanced by a local 
citizen was that it was just a battle of two 
newspaper editors. Well, I have watched 
newspapers fight each other in a number of 
other towns and have often marveled at the 
way they make a living urging competing 
business to advertise, yet are unable to cope 
with the pressure of competing themselves. 


We can’t answer the ‘why’ question 
but whatever the reasons you can be assured 
it is frustrating to know that it is impos- 
sible to completely counter half-truths and 
Statements taken out of context, especially 
when politics are involved.

SAFE WATER stUPPLY 


This week | would like to 
discuss with the citizens of 
Coffee County the necessity 
of a water supply for rural 
homes. 

Do you get your. water 
from a well or spring? If 
you do you want to be sure 
your water supply is pure 
and safe to be sure your 
drinking water is safe you 
must protect it. 

Sources of ground water; we 
all know’ that people may 
get very sick from drinking 
impure water. Even water 
that looks clean may te load- 
ed with disease germs. These 
germs can cause typoid fever, 
dysentery, diarrhea or intes- 
tinal diseases. 

You don’t want to take a 
chance on the water your 
family drinks from your well. 
No matter what type of well 
you have, it is a source of 
danger if you don’t protect it. 

You may be planning to dig 
or drill a new well. You 
will want: it to be fairly 
near your house. But be 
sure it is uphill from your 
barnyard, privy, sewer or 
septic tank. It should be a 
Minimum of fifty feet from 
any of these places; disease 
germs may drain through 
the soil into the ground wa- 
ter that feeds your well. 

Ground water that travels 
through layers of sand, gra- 
vel, or soft sandstone is 
usually Safe. Water that 
filters through clay is clean 
and safe; but it runs so slow- 
ly that it may not supply 
enough water for your farm. 
But water that moves through 
porous rock, like limestone 
or broken rock, may carry 
disease germs for long dis- 
tances. 

A dug well goes down deep 
enough to reach shallow ground

water. It is hard to keep 
a dug well clean and Safe; 
dirt and germs wash in at 
the top. To be safe, a dug 
well must have a water-tight 
casing and a concrete cover. 
The lower part of the casing 
can be made of stone, brick, 
or tile. But the upper 10 
feet of the casing should be 
water-tight concrete, poured 
in place, and at least 6 inch- 
es thick. The curbing around 
the top should be high enough 


above the ground to keep 
surface water out of the 
well A dug well is not 


as sanitary as a drilled 
well; and it costs more to 
build and keep in good con- 
dition 

A drilled well goes down 
deep enough to reach a good 
supply of ground water. The 
machine drills a hole through 
soil and rock; a water-tight 
steel pipe, or well-casing, 
is driven down to the water, 
or at least to a bed-rock 
where it is sealed below 
ground level. The casing 
keeps the ground from cav- 
ing in; it also keeps impure 
water out of the well. To 
keep surface water out of 
the well, concrete should be 
poured around the upper 20 
feet of the casing. 

The casing must be large 
enough for the drop-pipe and 
cylinder of the pump to go 
inside. The top of the cas- 
ing should stick up at least 
7 inches above the ground. 


This allows you to pour a 
concrete platform, 6 inches 
thick, around the casing; the 
casing will then stand 1 inch 
above the platform. This 
platform should be at least 
4 feet across and should 
slope away from the center. 
should go down several inch- 
es below the rest of the 
platform. This keeps dirty 
water from getting into the 
well. If you plan to build 
a pump house, the platform 
will need to be 6 or 8 feet 
across. 

Remember the following 
points in testing the safety 
of your well: 

*ls your well safe from flood- 
ing? 

*Is your well at least 50 
feet away from toilet, barn- 
yard, etc.? 

*Are you sure that all sewer 
pipes within 50 feet from 
your well are water-tight? 
*Does your pump rod have a 
stuffing box? 

*Is the connection between 
your pump and well-casing 
water-tight? 

*Does your well have a water- 
tight casing at least 20 feet 
down? 

*Is your well sealed with a 
solid concrete platform? 

*Have you disinfected your 
well? 

*Have you sent a sample of 
your well water to the State 
Health Department to be an- 
alyzed? Did the report show 
that the water was safe?

ANSWERLINE: This is a 


very important test which can 
detect hidden blood in the stool 
(a. possible cancer sign) by 
placing a small sample on 
special paper treated with 
gum guaiac, a resin from 
trees found in Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic. The idea 
of using the resin was first 
discovered by a  Dnuteh re- 
searcher more than a century 
ago. The test is also known 
blood 
test. 


A student teacher asks: ‘‘Is 
it true that more black men 
die of cancer than white?’’ 
ANSWERLINE: Twenty-five 
years ago, the incidence of 
cancer among black men was 
lower than that among whites. 
Today, however, both incidence 
and mortality are higher for 
black men. This may be due 
to adverse environmental and 
socioeconomic factors. The 
pattern of cancer deaths among 
American black people has 
something to do with the fact 
that they are less likely than 
whites to have their disease 
diagnosed at an early stage 
when it is most easily treated.

A DREAM COMES TRUE 


In the early 1900’s Dr. L. 
C. Kelly was pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, Pine- 
ville, Ky. He often visited 
a nearby valley to fish, walk, 
and meditate. The pressures 
of pastoral responsibilities 
required that he seek the se- 
cluded veley frequently. 

Dr. Kelly’s hideaway was 
four miles away, down a dirt 
road at the forks of Big Clear 
Creek and Little Clear Creek. 
The sparkling mountain 
streams, offering several va- 
rieties of fish, flowed from 
opposite directions to meet 
in a rich valley. 

Corn grew abundantly on 
the several acres of fertile 


flat land bordered by the 
beautiful Cumberland Moun- 
tains. 


One day, as Kelly quietly 
surveyed the- tall stalks of 
corn swaying slightly in the 
breeze, he began to dream.

valley.’’ 

For years Kelly had been 
concerned about the lack of 
education and training on the 
part of the mountain pastors. 
In fact, it was ynusual to 
find a minister who could 
do more than write his own 
name. 

Himself a trained man, Kel- 
ly well understood the need 
for God’s- spokesman to set 
the example. Ministers were 
community leaders and often 
molded the opinions of people 
in and out of their churches. 
Kelly knew that if they were 
more qualified to make deci- 
sions, the whole area would 
prosper. 

Unaware that a great depres- 
sion’ was only a few years 
away, Kelly seemed to be 
years ahead of others who re- 
cognized the need for stabi- 
lity and training to survive 
one of the most difficult pe- 
riods in our nation’s history. 

So, in 1926 the Clear Creek 
Baptist School was born. The 
infant institution began as an 
encampment to which moun- 
fain preachers were_Inytted to 
join Kelly and a small fac- 
ulty in the study of the Bible. 


‘The encampment later became 


the Clear Creek Mountain 
Preachers Bible School, and 
in 1954 the present name 
was adopted, 

Dr. D, M. Aldridge succeed- 


ed Kelly as president of the 


theological school in 1954, and 
under Aldridge’s leadership the 
school is enjoying unprecedent- 
ed growth and expansion. The 
enrollment has doubled in the 
past five years creating a 
shortage of student family 
housing. The Kentucky school 
is unique in several areas: 
It is free of debt, a phenom- 
enon almost unheard of these 
days; unusually strong alumni 
and friends who continue to 
refer prospective. students to 
Clear Creek in increasing 
numbers; and: the school is 
reported to be the only one 
in the world with a two-fold 
media ministry of weekly ra- 
dio broadcasts and newspaper 
features. Nearly 100 radio 
Stations broadcast three pro- 
grams, Clear Creek Chimes, 
Clear Creek Country, and the 
Sunday School Lesson, each 
week. The Sunday School Les- 
son and Mountain Moments 
are published in over 300

Peanuts are at acrossroads 
now in most sections of the 
county. Some farmers in 
the Ino and Perry Store Com- 
munity got about an inch of 
rain Thursday afternoon. But 
I would say that 95 percent 
of the peanuts in the county 
need several rains. 

If we don’t get rain with- 
in the next 10 days, we are 
going to make a poor to fair 
crop.

PEACH TREE BORER 


For those of you who have 
peach trees, now is the time 
to treat for the peach tree 
borer. Obtain some Thiodan 
from your dealer and spray 
the trunks of your peach 
trees thoroughly. Let some 
of the spray accumulate at 
the base of the tree. Spray 
now and two or three weeks 
later. This job should be 
done this week. Thiodan is 
a toxic material, so use it 
carefully. 

If you would like to have 
a complete spray schedule 
for peaches and other fruit 
trees, call us at 894-5596. 
We will put the information 
in the mail to you. 

Quite a few folks are in- 
terested in planting fruit trees 
that require a minimum of 
care such as_ blueberries, 
blackberries, figs and related 
fruits. Peach, apple and pear 
growers will have to do a 
pretty good job of insect and 
disease control to succeed. 
Incidentally, those of you who 
have fire blight on pears 
this year need to make plans 
to spray next year. Get in 
touch with me if you need 
help on this. 


SAFETY 


Talmadge Balch, our Exten- 
sion pesticide specialist, gives 
an excellent program on safe- 
ty in using pesticides. We 
recommend that pesticide con- 
tainers in Coffee County be 
transported to the Coffee Coun- 
ty sanitary landHll here in 
New Brockton where they 
can be crushed and buried 
I would not throw them into 
gullies on farms because of 
the residue they will accumu- 
late. It is very important 
to bury containers. 

There is a possibility that 
these materials can be recy- 
cled and used again, but | 
do not know of anyone pick- 
ing up these cans at the pre- 
sent time. Handle pesticides 
as if they were a highly 
poisonous snake. Handle them 
with extreme care.

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CONSERVATION

Family farming inthe United 
States is holding its own as 
the most permanent and dom- 
inant influence in America’s 
agriculture. 

This view of modern agri- 
culture expressed by Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl L. Butz, 
was recounted by Soil Con- 
servation Service Administra- 
tor R. M. Davis in an edi- 
torial in the July issue of 
Soil Conservation Magazine. 

According to Davis, Butz 
reports that about 95 percent 
of all U. S. farms are still 
family farms and produce 
about 60 percent of all farm 
produce sold. The Secretary 
noted that more than 90 per- 
cent of the farms are close- 
ly held family corporations 
rather than large agribusiness 
firms. 

‘Family farms continue to 
be a mainstay of America’s 
agriculture,’" Butz affirmed. 
Davis added, ‘‘The ability of 
the family farm to survive 
is good news for conservation 


because the family farmer 
is also the mainstay of soil 
and water conservation.” 

Family farms -have been 
first in conservation since the 
beginning of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. They organized 
conservation districts, tried 
out new agricultural practices, 
installed conservation mea- 
sures, and developed and sup- 
ported soil stewardship in 
local churches. 

“As we mark the 200th an- 
niversary ‘of our county's birth 
in freedom,’’ Davis said, ‘we 
should remember that it was 
the yeoman farmers, the fam- 
ily farmer, who‘fired the shot 
heard around the world.’ and 
eventually won our indepen- 
dence. 

“Now it is the family 
farmer--and rancher--who 
keeps alive our voluntary pro- 
gram of soil and water con- 
servation. . .who conserves 
and improves our basic re- 
sources. 
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OUTLOOK FOR 
CROPS REMAINS 
FAVORABLE 


Generally, the outlook for 
cotton, corn, soybeans and 
peanuts remained favorable 
during. the week ended July 
24, according to the Alabama

Open dating can assure you 
that vou’re getting the fresh- 
est product for your dollar-- 
if you know how to interpret 
the code. 

Processors often use dates 
to indicate different things-- 
sometimes on the same type 
products.

Pack date is the date the 
product was finally processed 
or packed.

Z The quality assurance date 
is the time after which top 
quality isn’t guaranteed. Ex- 
amples of wordings are ‘‘For 
maximum enjoyment, use be- 
ROR Geen or ‘‘Best when 
used by. . .’’ and the date. 

The expiration date is the 
last day the product should 
be used if you want decent 
quality. It’s the end of the 
product’s useful life and jis 
generally stated ‘‘Don’t use 
after. . .’’ and the date. 

Open dating is supposed to 
help the consumer--not some- 
thing to confuse you even 
more than you already may 
be. So, learn to interpret 
the codes to get the freshest 
and best products for your 
family.
